Cable.] The Tokio correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph describing a Cos- 
sack attack on a Japanese field hos- 
pital—which occurred during an at- 
tack on a Japanese convoy at Tai- 
poushin, May 20—as the most disgrace- 
ful event of the war, says: 

“Despite the prominent display af 
the Red Cross badges, the Cossacks 
fired volleys at close quarters and 
then charged with drawn swords, with 
the result that many non-combatants 
were killed or wounded. 

“Some of the Russians dismounted 
and used their bayonets. The steel 
was thrust down the mouths of the 
Japanese and their heads were nearly 
cut off and their bodies disemboweled. 

“Finally, the Cossacks burned and 
otherwise destroyed all medicines and 
medical appliances.”

ARMIES FIGHTING. 


Heavy—Japanese 


Another Great Battie Developing in 
Manchuria and Losses Already are 


Divisions Under 


Kuroki meet With Uniform Success. 


* [BY DIRECT WIRE 


OKIO, June 19. _{Exctusive™ Dis- 
patch.} Advices received this after- 
noon from Manchurtan headquar- 
ters indicate that the two armies are 
fighting a rather extensive engage- 
ment and that since Friday morning 
the Japanese divisions have met with 
uniform success. 

The towns named in the several bul- 
letims today show that the battle line 
éxtended from north of Liao River, 
on the extreme west, to Mopanshan, 
sixty miles east, on the main road to 
Kirin. 

All Japanese commands were fighting 
at some time between Friday and up 
to the period when the last bulletin ar- 
rived this afternoon. There is every 
indication that the battle will become 
general. 

The attack seems to have been made 

by Linevitch Friday morning about 
twenty miles northwest of Fakumen, 
which is the extreme right of his army. 
And on the afternoon of the same day, 
5000 of his cavalry, with a brigade of 
infantry and twenty guns, attacked 
the center Japanese army, while at 
night all the Japanese outposts on the 
right were attacked by the left wing 
of the Russians. 
The engagements have been severe 
and the losses will run into thousands, 
It is not improbable that tomorrow's 
news will show that, despite impend- 
ing peace negotiations, another great 
battle has developed. 

At 9 o'clock Friday 3000 Russian cav- 
alry, with two batteries numbering 
eight guns, attacked the Japanese posi- 
tion at Kuyiushu on the Fakumen 
road, and half an hour later two col- 
ums of their infantry attacked from 
the northeast, five miles from Kuylu- 
shu, attempting to take the fortified 
positions at Chamotu. An hour later, 
the enemy appeared farther east by 
eight miles, with « considerable force 
of infantry and cavalry at Tasiamotun. 
The engagement was then general 
between the advance columns of the 
two armies west of the railway. Re- 
serves nromptiy sent up by Gen. Oku 
repulsed the Russian attack, and in 
the pursuit the enemy was driven from 
Sumiencheng, that village being occu-

The 
Russian outposts at Tienwopung, num- 
bering three squadrons of cavalry and 
a battalion of infantry, with six guns, 
was engaged two Sours, and was forced 
in great disorder to retire toward 
Kangping. A reinforcing division of 
Russians moving from te northeast 
was attacked in the mountainous dis- 
trict at 3 o'clock. They caught the 
Russians southeast of Llaoyangwopeng, 
and, despite stubborn resistance de- 
tween 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 9 
o'clock at night, they were routed from 
that district, and the Japanese occu- 
pied the fortified section of Liaoyang- 
wopeng. 

In this engagement two small Reid 
guns and eleven prisoners were re- 
ported captured. In the center of the 
Japanese division more than 100 Rus- 
sian dead were counted, and the total 
los in dead and wounded will exceed 
six hundred. 
hting on the center ended at 9 
day night, at which period 
the assault by the 
Russian army hed been repulsedl, 
their fighting line driven eight miles 
northwest of Sumiencheng. 

Kuroki's men triumphed. The se- 
verest fighting was in front of Gen. 
Kurokt's army, in the territroy extend- 
ing from Hataungcheng northeast to 
Mopanshan. 

The Ruselan cavalry on the left of 
Linevitch's army occupied Lochuanpou, 
about fourteen miles east of Liasoyang- 
wopeng, Friday morning. The force is 
estimated at 5000, and their purpose 
was to engage a forward Japanese divi- 
sion while a considerable force of their 
infantry and field artillery moved down 
the Kirin Valley, farther to the east. 

On the 1 1 of the enemy's 
cavalry Gen. Kuroki ordered one of his 
division commanders to attack. The 
Russians were severely shelled from

Ever since t..* atte of to get the 
City Trustees through . ordinance of 
agreement, to acknowl ce the right 
of the Seaside Water Co ‘pany to the 
ownership of Pine avenw running to 
the beach and below & side boule- 
vard, there has been a a: ving feeling 
among the citisens tha the much- 
vexed question should bt settled by 
carrying u inte the cour: of last re- 
sort. At today’s session t the City 
Trustees, City Attorney night ad- 
dressed the following com: inication: 

“Gentlemen: Just about ce a year 
the ownership of all that property 
between Ocean Park avenue and the 
ocean has come up before your honor- 
able body, and while opinions have 
been rendered by different prominent 
attorneys on the subject. I feel, and 
I think you gentiemen feel that there 
is only one way of coming to a conclu- 
sion on this matter that will be satis- 
factory to everyone and that is to go 
into the courts and get this question 
of ownership settied once and for all 
by the court of last resort. I do not 
mean by this any such legal fight as 
was waged on this question in 1889, 
when a judgment of consent was en- 
tered against the city, but a fight to a 
finish. 

“Regarding that Judgment entered in 
1889 against the city by consent, I do 
not think that judgment in any way 
would bind the city of Long Beach, 
for the reason that a judgment by 
consent is practically a contract sanc- 
tioned by a court and the city is abso- 
lutely prohibited by the statutes from 
disposing of any portion of its ocean 
front by contract or otherwise. 

“If the Council would like to make a 
fight for this property I shall be most 
happy to institute proceedings at any 
time and to fight the case either alone 
or with any special counsel the board 
may see fit to empioy. Inasmuch as 
such a fight would not cost over $2000 
or $3000, and the property regained, if 
the fight is successful, is worth millions 
of dollars, I would strongly advise the 
board to institute proceedings at once.” 

The Trustees and Mayor agreed that 
the City Att neys suggestion was in 
line with th general feeling and he 
was instructed to confer with special 
counsel in Los Angeles and report in 
one week, with the understanding that 
in case a favorable opinion is received, 
proceedings will be ommenced at once. 

Under the agree*aent of 1889. which

SHOT IN THE BACK. 
The first bullet fred by the woman 
struck Thales in the back, near the 


The man pitched for- 
ward, dead, hie face being buried in 
the sel of the hiliside. 

As demonstrated by Dr. Campbell in

It was the physician's opin- 
fon that the r were sitting on the 
ground; that Thales got up to leave his 
wife, and that she quickly drew the re- 
volver and fired, following up the fret 
shot wtih another at closer range, to 
wake certain that she had succeeded in 
her plan.

In his wanderings, Stewart had 
doubled back in his track until he 
was within a few miles of the Imperial 
canals; then, with the queer fancies 
wich overtake persons overcome by 
thirst, he had started back over the 
divide and down by the Salt Lake 
which Nes southwest of Signa] Moun- 
tain. 

For miles he had traveled along the 
east shore of the lake and on several 
eccasions had waded out into the wa- 
ter. Unfortunately the water Was too 
salt to quench his burning thirst and 
he had again changed his direction 
and started back up the mountain. 
From time to time he had thrown 
away his clothing, piece by piece until 
when at last found his body was en- 
tirely naked. In a last effort he had 
climbed up to the top of a flat rock 
and then, all hope gone, had laid down 
to await the end. 

Ctewart started out Saturday, June 
10, with three other men from Celex- 
ico to prospect in Lower California. 
They had four pack burros and pro- 
visions for a long trip.

Biack Sends and Their Treatment. 
The black sands which are found in 


such abundance along the shores of the 


Pacific Ocean are being subjected to a 
series of elaborate tests at Portland 
Exposition. A spectal buliding ‘has 


been erected by the government to 


carry out the experiments, and sam- 
ples have been brought together from 


over a wide area. The object of these 
investigations is twofold—firstly, to 
prove to-miners and others the value 
of these sands, and, secondly, to decide 


on the best methods of extracting from 


them the rare minerals that constitute 


their valuable ments Over fifty 
machines have been entered for com- 
petition, some magnetic separators and 
others working on the shaking princi- 
pie, that is separating the materiais 

specific gravity. These appliances will 
be operated, and their relative effi- 
ciency established, so that the miner 
will be saved from the expense of costly 
trials and from the disappointmen: of 
following wrong — The chief 
mineral products known to exist In the 
black sands are platinum, tantalum, 
osmium, magnetite, chromite, irides- 
mine, monozite, and zircon, also a nat 
ural alloy of iron and nickel. The quan- 
tity of any one mineral contafhed i «a 
ton of the sand may be comparatively 


small, not enough to pay for ite a> 


traction, but in the regate the min- 


erals obtained are ‘lently valwable 


to make black sand mining a profitable 
business. It is likely, therefore, that 


after these government demonstrations 
at Portland, a Sitherto virtually neg- 


lected industry will receive due atten- 


tion from capitalists and practical min- 


ing men. 
Black Smoke es Fuel. 
It has long since been scientifically 


demonstrated that the ordinary nfcth- 
ods of burning coai are moet wasteful, 
only a small fraction of the heat being 
utilized, the rest escaping up the chim- 
ney. Any widespread practical effort 
to remedy this state of things has been 
long in coming. Belgium, however. is 
now leading the way. In that country. 
it is growing to be the exception rather 
than the rule to allow black smoke, 
which is rich in carbon, to eseape un- 
consumed into the open air. Pans are 
utilized to drive it into a porous recep- 
tacte. Over this flows a stream of pe- 
troleum or otner liquid, and the smoke 
is converted into gas. This gas gives 
a high heat, and is used for running 
gas engines 

Milk in Paper Bottles. 


Paper milk bottles form the latest 


device in sanitary dairying. They are 
to be used only a single time; when the 
milk is empt-ed the paper bottle is sim. 
ply thrown away, and thus all the elab- 
orate and laborious, and often not too 
satisfactory, processes of bottle wash- 
ing in milk depots and in private 
houses are dispensed with. The cost 
of the paper bottle is so slight that it 
will net increase the price of the milk 
to the consumer. It ts Nght, perfectiy 
air-tight when sealed. and absotately 
clean and sterile. Furthermore, {ft is 
claimed that certified milk in the paper 
bottles keeps sweet longer than in the 
ordinary glue bottles. The new device 
has been (horoughly investigated and 
tested by the bacteriological

Manual training during the per! od 
when a boy's voice is changing is 
something which goes far toward keep- 
ing the lad out of the State prison in 
later life. 

“The character of the men in the pen- 
itentiaries speaks eloquently for th: 
Value of manual training in youth. 
About 80 per cent. of the convicts in 
the State prisons are not capable of 
sustained labor. By that I mean they 
have not the stamina sufficient for con- 
tinvous work. 

“Turn them loose, and they will work 
at odd jobs, but give them steady em- 
ployment and they will find it so irk- 
Some that they will probably quit and 
Stay idle till they have to steal or 
commit some other crime to means 
to live on. Most of them. properly 
trained in youth, would, I believe, not 
be in that condition.”
